REFTEL THAT NIGERIANS HAD LEFT LAGOS FOR MIDDLE EAST 

OVER WEEKEND. THIS CAME AS COMPLETE SURPRISE TO SECRETARIAT, 

WHICH LOOKED INTO THE MATTER AND LEARNED THAT IN FACT 30 
NIGERIAN TROOPS HAVE ARRIVED IN BEIRUT. UN SECRETARY 
GENERAL WALDHEIM IS CALLING FOREIGN MINISTER GARBA TO FIND 
OUT JUST WHAT THE STATUS OF NIGERIAN AIRLIFT OPERATION IS, 

AND TO URGE THAT NIGERIAN MILITARY ATTACHE COME TO NEW YORK

DEPLOYMENT SINCE ADDITIONAL AREA IS NOW COMING UNDER 
UNIFIL CONTROL WHILE ISRAELIS WITHDRAW. UN ALSO NEEDS 
TO KNOW SOONEST HOW MUCH EQUIPMENT CONTINGENT IS TAKING 
WITH IT AND HOW MUCH WILL HAVE TO BE OBTAINED FROM 
OTHER SOURCES BY UN SECRETARIAT.
